NAME 
FOR BATTLESHIP. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 
ASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—[Exclusive Dis- 
_patch.] California will be honored by hav- 
ing a first-class battleship named after her, and 
probably the ship will be built upon the Pacific 
Coast, if not at San Francisco, then at Seattle. 
All this was decided today when Representatives 
Waters and Metcalf went to the Navy Depart- 
ment and had a talk with Secretary Long. ‘ 
Congressmen Waters and Metcalf pointed out 
that California did not like that merely a cruiser 
should be named for her when less important 
maritime and some inland States are honored by 
having great battleships bear their name. They 
presented protests, petitions and resolutions from 
Californians and California institutions, asking 
that ** be taken from the cruiser to which 
it has been proposed that it be given and be con- 
ferred upon the battleship. Secretary Long as- 
sented and the name California will go upon the 
fine battleehip now authorized to be constructed. 
Then, Congressman Waters having accom- 
plished his first purpose, with the aid of Repre- 
sentative Metcalf, asked Secretary Long to name 
the cruiser after Los Angeles. Secretary Long 
thought this a neat move, and it tickled him. He 
1 declared, however, there were no cruisers unsup- 
‘plied with names, but that in the next batch of 
such fighting ships which should be authorized 
» by Congress, he would remember Los Angeles 
and confer that name upon the cruiser.

Cattle and Sheep Owners 
Making Threats Against 
Each Other.

BUFFALO (Wyo. Jan. 7.— 
(Exclusive Dispatch.) Another 
fierce range war between the 
sheep and cattle owners has 
broke out near the Wyoming- 
Montana boundary. Feeling 
is very high. and both sides 
are openly declaring their in- 
tentions. 

Friday, a band of 200 sheep 
owned by R. R. Selway was 
driven over a cliff by a band 
of raiders, whose heads were 
covered by gunny sacks.

SPOKANE (Wash.,) Jan. 7.—Plans 
are being formed here to secure the an- 
nexation of the northern part of Idaho 
to the State of Washington. State 
Representative H. D. Loritt is planning 
to bring this project before the Legis- 
lature at its coming session. The pur- 
pose is to add to this State the entire 
region known as “the Panhandle,” ly- 
ing north of the 46th parallel of north 
latitude, ich is the southern boun- 
dary of Washington. This would in- 
clude Kootenai, Shoshone, Latah and 
Nes Perce and part of Idaho county, 
taking in all of the famous Coeur 
d' Alene silver and lead-mining district, 
as well as most of the rich Clear- 
water gold 

The plan is received with enthusiasm 
here, and Northern Idaho has in the 
past voted in favor of such annexation 
by an overwhelming majority. It is 
argued that Southern Idaha would not 
consent because of the lack of railway 
connection between the two parts of 
the State, and especially because of the 
great expense resulting from the min- 
ing riots in the Coeur d' Alene district 
and two years of martial law.

Effort Will Be Made to Disprove

Harby said that he had been con- 
sulted by a person whose testimony the 
assistant district attorney desired to 
obtain, and that he had written to Os- 
borne in connection with that mat- 
ter.

an equal volume of water. Absolute 
density is, of course, equal to relative 
density multiplied by the density of 
the standard substance. 

The most convenient units for deal- 
ing with densities are the cubic foot 
and the ounce, because a cubic foot of 
water may be taken as weighing 1000 
ounces, this being only about 1% 
ounces in excess of the truth. Hence 
when we express densities in ounces 
per cubic foot, the density of water 
may be called 1000 and the density of 
any other substance will be 1000 times 
its specific gravity. If we express 
densities in pounds per cubic foot the 
multiplier will, be 62%. 

The density of a substance can be 
directly determined by weighing a 
measured volume of it. This method 
can be easily applied to solids of rect- 
angular form; since their volumes can 
be computed by multiplying together 
their length, breadth and thickness. 
It can also be applied te liquids, by 
employing a vessel of known content. 
The vessel usually employed for this 
purpose is a bottle of thin glass, fitted 
with a perforated stopper, so that it can 
be filled and stoppered without leav- 
ing @ space for air. The difference be- 
tween its w t when full and empty 
is the weight of the liquid which 
it; and the quotient of this by the 
volume occupied (which can be found 
by weighing the bottie when filled with 
water,) is the density of the liquid. 

The volume and density of a solid 
body of irregular shape, or consisting 
of a quantity of small pieces, can be 
determined by putting it into such a 
bottle and weighing the water which 
it displaces. The most convenient way 


of doing this is to observe () the 


weight of the solid; (2) the weight of 
the bottle full of water; (3) the weight 
of the bottle when it contains the solid, 
together with as much water as will 
fill it up. If the third of these results 
be abstracted from the sum of the 
first two, the remainder will be the 
weight of the water displaced; which, 
when expressed in grammes, is the 
same as the volume of 
pressed in centimeters. The weight of 
the body, divided by that of the water 
aced, is the density of the body.
